EXECUTIVE ORDER ASSIGNING TO THE DEPARTMENT OF. JUSTICE 


FUNCTIONS ALLOCATED TO THE DEPARTMENTS OF COMMERCE AND REVENUE 


IMPLEMENTING THE PROVISIONS OF SENATE BILL 431 


WHEREAS, the 51st Legislature passed Senate Bill 431 (Laws of 
Montana, 1989, Ch. 642), which generally revised the public gambling laws 
of Montana and provided for the licensure and regulation of gambling 
activities by the Department of Justice; and 

WHEREAS, section 67 oe Senate Bill 431 (Laws of Montana, 1989, Ch. 
642) authorizes the Governor by executive order to assign to the 
Department of Justice those functions allocated to the Department of 
Commerce and the Department of Revenue relating to the implementation of 
Title 23, chapter 5, parts 1 through 6 that are not transferred by Senate 
Bill 431; and 

WHEREAS, certain sections of Senate Bill 431 (Laws of Micra: 1989, 
Ch. 642), including section 67, take effect July 1, 1989. 

NOW, THEREFORE, !, Stan Stephens, Governor of the State of 
Montana, pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Constitution and 
the laws of the State of Montana, hereby order that the functions allocated 
to the Department of Commerce and the Department of Revenue relating to 
the implementation of Title 23, chapter 5, parts 1 through 6, MCA, that 
are not transferred by Senate Bil! 431, are transferred to the Department 
of Justice. | 
1. Sections 2-15-131 through 2-15-137, MCA, concerning the rights of 


state personnel, rights to property, rules and orders, legal proceedings, 
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2. Effective Date of Transfer. 


The transfer of functions identified in this Executive Order shall take 


effect on July 1, 1989.
